Both branches of Congress bate 


shown by prompt action that when the 
honor ot -the country is assailed or 
questioned, there is no difference of 
opinion. Members may differ on fi- 
nance, tariff and various other qnes 
tions of more or less importance to cer- 
tain sections of the country or the 
proper methods to be pursued in man- 
aging trusts or corporations, but 
when a foreign power attempts to 
brow beat or override the indepen- 
dence or freedom ot this nation, the 
people are 
of 
one 
opinion 
and 


the determined stand of the American 
people in emergencies simply causes 
other powers to pause, not only in 
wonderment, but fear that they may 
have taken a step too far which may 
precipitate a condition that will result 
disastrously. 


Such was the opinion of Congress on 


the 850,000,OtK). appropriation bill for 
. defensive purposes. 
There wa* an en 


thasiasm, patriotism and fervor ex- 
hibited in both branches of Congress 
unparalleled in the history of the 
country during a period' of peace. 
Seventy-six ringing 
speeches 
were 


made in the United States Senate and 
the bill passed unanimously. 
The 


President was upheld by both branches 
of the Xational Congress and shortly 
after the bill had passed he signed it 
which made it a lav. 


The President then set aside $10,000,- 


000 of the eimonnt for the use of the 
Ordnance Bureau, to be expended in 
euqipping nine war vessels and fitting 
out four cruisers now about completed. 


It is now believed by those close to 


the President that his next move will 
be the recognition of the independence 
of Cuba. The 'Prasident has mapped 
out his course of action in detail and 
if his demands upon the Spanish Gov- 
ernment are refused then war must be 
the result, and all nations will approve 
of the course of the United States, in 
the cause of 
humanity. 
Already 


England has expressed through the 
Queen her gratification at tbe con 
servative course 
purbued 
by this 


Government. 
Other powers, if not 


officially, have by expressions of sym- 
pathy in regard to tl:e Maine disaster 
and by quiet support shown their in- 
terest in and approval of the course of 
the Dnited States. 
This fact shovs 


that tbe Spanish outraKes in Cub* 
have caused a feeling of indignation 
against that country, to prevail all 
over the civilizsd world.

The report of the Naval Board ol In- 


quiry into the wreck of the battleship 
Maine will be presented to the Presi- 
dent next week. Among other things 
the report will detail that a bole was 
found just above the keel on the purt 
side, eviduutly caused by th,e explosion 
of a torpedo or submarine mine. All 
of tier plates from keel to waters edye 
are pushed up, showing that the force, 
came from below and from without tbe 
vessel. 
The powder magazines and 


shell rooms were found intact and it is 
asserted that her boilers did not ex- 
plode. The Board will also report that 
it would be useless for Congress to ap- 
propriate money to raise tbe Maine as 
she is a total wreck. 


The Spanish Board of Inquiry on the 


other hand reports to the Minister at 
Madrid tbat the investigation shows 
conclusively that the upper part of 
tbe Maine was blown upward and the 
bull collapsed through the force of in- 
ternal explosion. 


The reports.of tbe two Naval Boards 


are in direct contradiction and the re- 
sult of the official investigation is about 
as predicted it would be from the 
first. Had the Boards agreed it is quite 
probable that the matter could have 
bien adjusted, but from the first it was 
claimed tbat the Spaniards wpnld 
never admit any responsibility no mat- 
ter bow remote, connected with the de- 
tttrnction of tbe Maine.

JOHNSON'S QUICK WIT. 


How tlio Ex-President Binplaycd It on the 


Stamp In Tcnncsscn. 


There is ia the city of Memphis a 


precinct known as Pinch, in which a 
majority of the voters were Irish. It so 
happened tbat Andrew Johnson and his 
opponent for the United States senate, 
Gus Heiiry, were to meet In joint de- 
bate in this precinct. The evening came, 
aud hundreds of blue, Irish eyes'were on 
the two speakers "as they ascended the 
rostrum. Heury opened, and as a bid 
for the Irish vote he told in withering 
terms how Johnson, when in congress 
before, had voted against a bill for an 
appropriation to assist Ireland dnring a 
time of famine. He himself had done 
yeoman work'for the passage of the bill, 
while this other man, who was now 
usking their support, had done every- 
thing possible to defeat it. It was a fine 
point, and the speaker made the most 
of it, burning before it .the lamp of his 
eloquence until the crowd were wild 
with excitement. Then Henry sat down, 
and Johnson got np amid catcalls and 
scoffs to answer him. 


"What my opponent has told yon is 


true," he /aid. "Ireland was suffering, 
arid I voted against an appropriation.for 
her relief, for the money which it was 
thus proposed to give away was not 
mine, but yours; yours because it was 
in the public coffers. I refused to give 
away money which did not belong to 
me, but I went down into my own pock- 
et aud out of my own private funds— 
which I had a right to bestow—I sub- 
scribed $260 tcfcthe relief fund which was 
being quietly raised. How much of his 
own money did Mr. Henry give? Not a 
cunt. He was too busy trying to give 
away yours. Now, gentlemen, which of 
us two did the better part by suffering 
Ireland?" The effect of this was magical. 
The catcalls were now for Heury and 
the cheers for Johnson. 


Thus the campaign went on, ending 


in a victory for the ex-tailor, who once 
more took his place among the statesmen 
of the land. But his term was a short 
one, for death soon claimed him. 
But 


he left behind him a reputation as a 
"stump" speaker which abides still 
upon the hustings down in Tennessee.

One Cause of Forest Fires. 


A traveler who had occasion to make State, six years old, dapple 


an encampment on a ledge of rock in an btack pomta, fine condition, 
unbroken forest asserts that he witness- 
ed the beginning of one of the most de- 
structive forest fires that ever occurred 
in that region. A dead tree of enormous 
size blew over and lodged against an- 
other tree, which it bent almost in the 
form of a bow: The fierce wind swayed 
the top of the bent tree which supported 
the trunk of its fallen neighbor. It so 
chanced that there was a space of sev- 
eral feet where the fallen tree was 
smooth and rested on tbe other. Tbe 
force of the wind in sweeping the bent 
tree back and forth soon ground the 
bark from the trunk of the tree. The 
friction caused by this grinding de- 
veloped a high degree of heat, and tbe 
tourist, to his astonishment, saw the 
wood of the dead tree burst into a flame. 
The top was soon consumed and fell, 
scattering burning embers upon tbe dry 
leaves for some distance around.' These, 
fanned to a flame by the wind, soon cre- 
ated a fierce fire that .swept-over miles, 
of valuable timber.: Much blame has 
been attached to campers and malicious 
persons who have, it is alleged, started 
fires either through carelessness or for a 
desire for wanton mischief. Owners of 
large tracts of land would do well to 
keep close watch of their forests during 
and after heavy windstorms which are 
not accompanied by a heavy rain. A lit- 
tle precaution might save thousands of 
acres of valuable timber.—New York 
Ledger.

Beat whites very light and add to mix- 
ture. Put in soda last.

two teaspoons baking powder, a little 
Bait and flavor to taste; 'flour enough 
to roll out thin. Out in harrow strips, 
or other shapes it preferred, aud roll 
in sugar and bake. 


Fig Padding.—Two pounds of fig?, 


one pound of suet, one half pound of 
flour, one balf pound of bread crumbs, 
two egg, milk. 
Cut the figs into small 


pieces, grate the bread finely and chop 
tbe suet very small. Mix these well 
together, add the flour and the e?gp, 
which should be well beaten, and suffi- 
cient milk to form tbe wbole into a stiff 
paste.

The Yukon, the grout river of Alaak i, 


is navigable for large steamer?, as one 
unbroken flood 1,965 miles from its 
mouth, to where the Lewis and Polly 
rivers unite to form it, or farther than 
from New Orleans to St. Paul, and 
more than twice as far as from New 
Orleans to Chicago, and navigable for 
light draft boats hundreds of miles 
farther up each of these arms. At its 
mouth it is about 60 miles wide, and 
1,400 miles above it ia from eight to ten 
miles in width. It drains an empire of 
more than 500,000 square miles, and 
discharges nearly as much water into 
Bearing Sea.es the Mississippi does 
iuto the Gulf of Mexico. Scores of 
mighty tributaries, many of them 
navigable for 
steamers 
pour their 


waters iuto its majestic 
channel. 


About 1,850 miles above its mouth tbe 
Klondike, a clear shallow river,perhaps

HE CIFY OF RENO WAS INCORPO- 


rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8,1897. It is the largest city on the line o 
the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has hat 
a steady and coutinuous growth ever .since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
mountains. Its resources are agricultural anc 
pastoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
terminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred anc 
fifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R 
extending north eighty miles. It is the seal 
of the State University, of the State Hospita 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. 
At the general election o 


1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti 
mated population is 6,500. Its assessed valua- 
tion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745, 
890 which was upon a low and very conserva 
live basis of valuation. Its total bonded in 
debtedness from all sources is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 fo 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author 


ized, subject to an affirmative vote of its elec 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceedin: 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessar 
sum for constructing municipal electric ligh 
works. A special election was called by th 
City Council for October 7, 1897 at whicr 
election the electors of the city voted in favo 
of bonding the cily in the sum of $i3O,ooc 
for municipal water works and in the sum o 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant b; 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 againsi 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranti 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day o 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne 
vada filed its unanimous opinion in the action 
in which it sustained the constitutionality o 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec 
tion, in each and every particular, The Git 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nee 
essary funds with which to meet the bom 
interest charges and to liquidate the principa 
by either direct taxation of all property or b; 
water and light charges against users or b' 
both.
